Ill connection with this last “ no-confi- 
dence” motion, we ai-o glad to see that no 
time was wasted in debate.

The PiiVilio Library Coinmittee has been 
successful in obtaining tho sanction of the Pro- 
vinoi.al Govermnent to its applic.ation for an en- 
dowment of land fur the benelit of the institu- 
tion. A letter siUreaied to the Vice-President 
of Committee by the Civlcr-Secretary, and d.ited 
Sid inst., states that “the Coverninant has 
agree I to set .aside the portion of Messrs Lough- 
nan’s ran which those gentlemen have agree I 
shall be taken f.ir that purpose, pending its per- 
manent reserv.ition by the Pr.ivincial Council at 
its next sesuou.” The land referred to is 
situated on the Lower Klat, .and c.ainprises the 
xvhole of the ground between the m lin road and 
the Clutha river as far northwar I as the Low- 
burn. The present occupiers — Messrs G. \V. 
Goo Iger, K. Kidd, T. Johnston, G. and W. 
Tett, and John Perriani— will have the option of 
leasing the ground from the Library Coimnittee 
for an almost nouiiiial rental. The feeling of 
insecurity arising from their present precarious 
tenure will no longer exist, and the lessees will 
bo in a position to exei-cise all the rights and 
privileges conferred by a suhstautial and legiti- 
mate title. 

, A meeting of Directoixs of tlie Carriok j 
Range Water Supply Company was held at the 
Bridge Hotel on Saturday evening, the principal 
business being the consideration of the tenders 
received for cutting the race, Fifteen tenders 
avere opened, and two of these were accepted, 
viz., thatof Mr P.oger Doiiegan fdraectio]is3,4,5,

14, at 50s. per chain. Each section is 20 chains 
in length, and the total length contracted fur is 
therefore three miles. This is exclusive of the 
two half-mile sections now being eonstrncted 
by day-labour under the manager's immediate 
supervision. The comparatively high amount of 
the tender accejited for sections 12, 13, and 14, 
is e.xplained hy the fact that lii those sections a 
considerable portion of rock-cutting will he ne- 
eesaa"y in forming the channel of the race. The 
weather is now snfflciently mild to permit the 
work to go on without interruption, and we hope 
within a few weeks to be able to report very 
coiisi lerable progress,
